From ALBANY. 
State Legielacure. 

On Wednesday last, Mr. Bulkley, of Mad- 
ison, offered a resolution to the house, for 
admitting within the bar, the several edi- 
tors of papers in the city of Albany, for 
tire purpose of taking sketches of the de- 
bates. 

In support of the resolution, he offered 
afew remarks. He said, the people were 
desirous of knowing what their representa- 
iives were about. Public papers offered the 
only medium through which this informa- 
tion could be obtained; and he therefore 
thought the editors of those papers ought 
to be admitted toa situation where they 
could give the information correctly. 

Mr. Miller, of New-York, was willing 
that the people should be informed of the 
conduct of their representatives; and he 
waimitted that the channel proposed, was 
the only one through which the informa- 
tion could be promulgated ; but he thought 
the subject deserving of consideration. 
The resolution was not sufficiently guard- 
ed. Hedid not know all the editors of pa- 
pers in the city ; nor did he know but an 
Lmproper advantage might be taken of this 
unqualified admission, ‘Thc resolution was 
too loose. Restrictions were necessary ; 
undashe deemed it a question on which 
the house qvas not prepared to act, he mov- 
ed a postponement of the consideration of 
she resolution until Saturday. 

Mr. Van Vechien, ot Albany, preferred 
2n earlier day. He thought the resolution 
yroper ; and if so, it ought not tobe de- 
layed. ‘The house was about to take up an 
important subject, on which the ps ople 
wanted information. He moved the next 
Cay, instead of Saturday. 

Air, Miller urged the propriety of his 
motion. It did not arise from any oljec- 
tion to acerrect and faithful report of the 
proceedings of the house. But if editors 
were to be admitted there to misrepresent 
their conduct——to mutilate their speeches— 
to ridicule members—end to ascribe. to 
tem languare which they never utiercde 
he should object. Time was wanted to 
consider the subject; he hoped therefore 
ihe resolution would be postponed.

I shall vote in favor of the motion to com- 
mit; but not for pretisely the same reasons, 
which have been arged; but, as I appre- 
hend, for reasons more powerful. It has 
struck me, sir, that the more we leyvislate 
on this subject, the worse we legislate ~ he 
more we legislate, tne more we leyislate 
the destruction of the country. 

Why we passed the embargo law itself, I 
have been always unsble totell, Why we 
have passed subsequent laws for the purpose 
of rendering the original evil more perfect 
and more universal, Gop only knows. it 
does appear to mesir that we are led on, 
step by step, by an unseen hand. We «re 
urged forward by a-sort of spell. to the ruin 
of eur country. Under the nime of on em- 
bargo we are in truth and in fact ing 
non-intercourse laws. Under the “ile 
ing form ofa bili seppiemental to the em- 
bargo law, a law which prohibited the de- 
parture of vessels from your forts and har- 
bors you are about to prohibit all intercourse 
by land with any of the circum) cent -terri- 
Between the ori- 
vinal measure and fhis, there is no connex- 
jon: the principale the one is totally dif- 
ferent from the other.—Nay sir this bill is 
totally at variance with the president's em- 
bargo message. - ( Afr. Gardenier here reed 
the president’s message of Det, 21, 1807.) 

* The communications now made, showe 
ing the great and increasing dangers with 
which our vessels, our seamen and merchan- 
dize ave threatened on the Aigh acs, and 
elsewhere, from the belligerent powers of 
Lurope ; and it being of the greatest impor- 
tance fo kee in safety these essential reacure 
ces, I deem it my duty to recommend the 
subject to the consideration of congress, who 
will doubtless perceive all the advantage 
which may be expected from an inhibiuon 
of the departure of our vessels from the farts 
ef the United States.” 

To prevent our ships and vessels from 
leaving their ports, for the purpose of pre- 
serving them as resources to meet a state 
of war if that should ultimately come, was 
all thatthe president professed to have in 
view, all that he wished us to do, at least, 
at that time. And I state it tothe everlast- 
ing honor of the minority on. that occasion,’ 
and as long as I live I shall be proud of the 
share [ had in that honéur, that to resist e- 
ven that law we sat day afterday and night 
after night. I cannot, therefore, possessing 
now the same opinions which governed me 
then, opposed as I siili am to the existence 
of the embargo act, I cannot consent to go 
on, for the purpose of extending the operas 


tion of the evil more widely—for the pur- 
pose of making that worse which is already 
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toobead. But this is diferent from our em- 
bargo law. It is a non-intercourse bill. Phe 
more the oriytnal measure developes iiseit, 
the move I am satisiied that my first view 
of it was correct; thatit was a sly, cunning 
measure. That its real object Was not 
merely to prevent our vessels frem going 
olt—but to effect a non-intercourse. Are 
the nation prepared for ‘Ais? If you wish to 
try whether they are, tell them a: once what 
is your object—tell them what you mean 
—tell them you mean to take part with the 
“grand pacificator, Or else stop your pres- 
ent course. Do not go om forging chains 
to fasten us to the car of the Imperial Con- 
queror. ¢

The Speaker hoped the gentleman would 
keep within the rules of propriety. 

Mr. Gardenier hoped the Speaker would

This sir whatever name or complexion 
it may bear, is in fact a non-intercourse bill.

I 
object particularly against the fourth sec- 
tion. It forbids the exportation of our pre- 
duce by land,in which mode there is no 
danger ofcapture. When we passed the 
embargo act, it was not done with a view to 
stop trade, but was firgfessed to be done 
with a view to keep safe our resources. The 
stopping of trade by water was not the o¢- 
ject, however it may haye been the inevita- 
ble consequence of the embargo. It was an 

evil nécessarily resulting fromit. ‘The ma- 
jority were willing to endure this evé/, in 
consideration of the eventtul good which 
would result from keeping (as the President 
expresses ii) in safety our national resour- 
‘ces. Butas one mad measure usually be- 
gets mere, so, in the present instance, it has 
happened, that the original object of the 
embargo, ruinous as it was, is abandoned, 
and gentlemen seemed to vie with cach oth- 
er in their endeavors to render our situa- 
tion in every respect intolerable. I ask tle 
intelligent and candid men of this house, 
whether to prevent the farmers of Vermont 
from selling their pigs in Canada ts calcula- 
ted to increase or diminish their essential 
resources. Whether the object which the 
President professed to have in view is coun- 
teracted by a traffic ofthis kind. Nosir. It is 
not only in direct hostility to the interests of 
the country, but what some gentlemen will 
probably regard quite as much, to the wish- 
‘es of the president.: I repeat it; the ob- 
“jects of the bill, partienlarly of the fourth 
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section, and of the embargo, are totally dis- 
tinct. 

Instea! of measures of this description ; 
instead ot fettering commerce ; instead of 
putting their ingenuity to the rack, in de- 
vising means to paralize completely ali the 
commercial activity of the country, | sheutd 
have been happy to have perceived i the 
gentlemen who manage matters in this 
house ; Ishould have been giad to haye 
perceived in the adntinistration, a disposi 
tion to encourage as much commercial ac- 
tivity as could be possibly consistent wiih 
the frofessed object of the president: the 
safe keeping of our resources. 1 should 
have been happy to have found them con- 
tent with the ruin and distress their darling 
object had already produced without aiming 
at the utter, the total staenation of all the 
commercial powers of the political body. 
But, unhappily, instead of ameliorating, we 
go on to make worse and worse the condi- 
tion ofour devoted country. Suppose Ver- 
mont should send some of her produce to 
Canada; or Georgia to the Floridas; in 
what are the interests of the rest of the un- 
ion to sufier by it? Or are we to ge on pas- 
sing these laws, zealous in our exertions to 
make bad worse, upon the principle, which 
some gentlemen in this house have very 
gravely advanced, that we ought to make 
the public suffering as equal(in other words) 
as universal as possible—to extend it to ev- 
ery nook and corner of the union; that no 
portion, no section however remote, how- 
ever secluded, should escape from taking 
its due proportion of the éitter draught; 
none, which the fatal gangrene should not 
reach? If we are running mad, Sir, we 
have at least this consclation; we have 
“ method in our madness.” ; 

It is strange, it astonishes me that by an 
embargo, we should be led to the meas- 
ures contemplated in this bill. Because, 
you wish to preserve your vessels and sea- 
men, those essential resources, in your 
seaports, you are therefore to prohibit alli 
trafficing across your territorial lines ; 
though itis evident that by permitting it, 
your citizens, of course your country, will 
be benefitted. Sir, I cannot express my a- 
mazement at the dreadful infatuation which 
prevades the public councils. I conjure the 
members of this assembly to cease for a 
moment their exertions—I conjure them 
to sheathe the destroying sword ; in the 
name of our suffering country I entreat 
them to save it from these new and accu- 
mulating evils. The great object of your 
president is secured. Leave a little to 
your distressed people. Donot, limplore 
you, permit yourselves to be persuaded, 
that the public interest cannot be subserv- 
ed, unless every body is destroyed. 


I doubt whether experience has proved 
that the original law was for the public in- 
terest. Hitherto our ships might have 
navigated the ocean in safety. But at any 
rate is it wise to hazard every thing upon 
the experiment ? for at best it is but an ex- 
periment. Ifit shall be proved ultimately 
to have been a good measure, it will also 
prove to have been strong enough to pro- 
duce good enough to satisfy every rational 
theorist. If a bad one, it will have produc- 
ed calamity enough, fullas much as our 
poor country con stagger under. 
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Sir, it ts high time to 5 
done enouch.
